Counsel for a House of Representatives committee investigating the Katyn Massacre 
and that there would undoubtedly be some repercussions, since Mitchell was very 
much inclined to ask CIA to do a lot of work in connection with this. Mr. Eisner 
had arranged to see Mitchell with Col. Hansen and it was hoped that his unreasonable 
requests could be turned down without causing any resentment.

Mr. Dulles also noted that the NSC Senior Staff had approved the 
paper on evacuation of key indigenous personnel and Mr. Eisner stated that this 
paper was satisfactory from the point of view of CIA's commitments therein, 
which, it was noted, were limited, most of the work having been done.
